Washington, April 20.—The Co- 
lombian treaty growing out of the 
partitioning of Panama was ratified 
today by the senate.

The 
vote on ratification was 69 to 19, 
or eleven more than the necessary 
two-thirds majority.

Atlanta has fixed for her goal an 
attendance of 15,000 baseball fans 
in Ponce de Leon park by 3 o'clock 
this afternoon in order to assure 
this city the Southern league 
trophy offered by John D. Martin, 
president of the association. Hen- 
ry Heinz, chairman of the chamber 
of commerce’s opening day. com- 
mittee, is confident Atlanta will 
win and he believes that her margin 
over the other cities of the circuit 
will not be a small one. 

“IE don’t think there is any doubt 
about Atlanta winning the trophy,” 
said.Chairman Heinz, “I have. assur- 
ances from business men of the city 
that their employees will be grant- 
ed a half holiday: I have here be- 
fore me letters from. out-of-town 
chambers of commerce indicating 
that the .fans throughout, the state 
are taking an interest in Atlanta's 
effors to win another attendance 
cup and I believe that hundreds of 
these people’ aré: coming to this 
game.” 

That fully 15,000 spectators must 
witness the game between the 
Crackers and Mobile if Atlanta 
hopes to win the trophy by a com- 
fortable margin is evidenced in the 
attendance estimates coming from 
Birmingham and Memphis, which 
cities with Atlanta and New Or- 
leans, comprise the “fiftst division.”

W. B. Jarman Says He 
Saw Woodward Take 
Money and Give “Some- 
thing” to Policeman. 


NAME OF AL MARTIN

Banker Testifies That He 
Wanted to Arrange for 
Sporting Friends to Cash 
Drafts. 


Actual bribery of police officers 
to permit continuation of gaming, 
and the boasts of game operators 
that they had protection, were 
charged Wednesday night in the 
testimony of witnesses before the 
councilmanic probing committee. 

The most sensational of the testi- 
mony was brought out by M. B. 
Jarman, a confessed habitue of the 
resort at 49% Central avenue. He 
declared that on one occasion Floyd 
Woodward took two five-dollar bills 
from the gaming till and went 
down-stairs. Having arrived at the 
bottom of the stairs, Woodward 
handed something to the officer on 
that beat. The witness would not 
swear positively that it was the 
two bills the policeman had received, 
but he said that he had not seen 
Woodward pocket the money. 


Had to Pay Somebody. 


How he happened to witness this, 
was explained by the witnegs, who 
said that he had just “gone broke,” 
and happened to follow Woodward 
down the stairs. Jarman further 
declared that ft was understood 
that McBride and Woodward, the 
operators, frequently had to “pay 
somebody, so we could stay up 
there.” 

A boast of the joint’s proprietors, 
said the witness, Was that they had 
protection, and that there was no 
need of worrying about arrest. 

McBride, on one occasion, told the 
witness that he was expecting 4. 
“friendly raid,” and that those who 
desired might stay, the others could 
leave, if they wished. This was 
the testimony of Jarman, who said 
that he left and did not know 
whether or not the raid was ever 
made. 

The officer he suspected of hav- 
ing accepted Woodward's bribe on 
the night in question was described 
by Jarman as a man Of medium 
height, with gray hair and slightly 
stoop-shouldered. He did not offer. 
the policeman’s name. 

Councilman Al Martin’s name w4s 
for the first time brought directly 
into the investigation when Frank 
Berry, an Atlanta banker, testified 
that Martin had approached him 
with a proposition that he had 
sporting friends who would like to 
have dratfs cashed and were will- 
ing to pay a commission for the 
cashing, and asked the ‘banker 
could it be arranged through his 
institution. Mr. Berry testified that 
he had advised Martin that the 
scheme was crooked and that he 
had better not go any farther with 
it.

on the amendment. A milder 
demonstraticn had occurred when he 
supported it on the first call. Sen- 
ator La Follette, republican, Wis- 
consin, Who supported most of the 
other amendments proposed, voted 
loudly in the negative on the Borah 
amendment. 

The Poindexter amendment to cut 
the indemnity to Colombia from 
$25,000,000 to $15,000,00, was sup- 
ported by sixteen republicans and 
six democrats. The latter were 
Dial, South Carolina; McKellar, 
Tennessee; Reed, Missouri; Sim- 
mons. North Carolina; Trammell, 


Florida, and Watson, Georgia. 

Twenty-two republicans and sev- 
enteen democrats supported Sena- 
tor Wadsworth’s amendment to pro- 
hibit Colombia troops and warships 
from using the canal in a war 
against a nation with which the 
United States was at peace. Prom- 
inent among the republican sup- 
porters of this amendment was Sen- 
ator Knox, Pennsylvania, and 
among-~the democrats Hitchcock, of 
Nebraska, ranking minority mem- 
ber of the foreign relations com- 
mittee. 
Long Debate Ended. 

The final vote ended eight days 
of debate, the treaty by agreement 
having been taken up by the sen- 
ate immediately after the conven- 
ing of the sixty-seventh congress in 
extraordinary session. Opponents of 
ratification, composed largely of 
what is known in the senate as the 
progressive republican group, were 
vigorous in their denunciation of 
the pact throughout the discussion. 
They declared that its acceptance 
would place a stain on the name of 
Theodore Roosevelt, wuold be a uSe- 
less squander of public money and 
would amount to compilance with 
“a blackmail demand on the part 
of Colombia.” 

Senator Lodge, who with Sena- 
tors McCumber, North Dakota: Bo- 
rah, Idaho: Brandegee, Connecticut, 
and Fall, then a senator from New 
Mexico joined in @n adverse report 
against the treaty as negotiated in 
the foreign relatinos committee in 
1917, led the fight for ratification. 
His change along with that of oth- 
er republican senators from oppo- 
sition to the original treaty to ad- 
vocacy of the amended pact, was one 
of the points of attack by the pro- 
gressive republican group. 

Will Improve Relations. — 

Supporters of ratification de- 
clared that the treaty would im- 
prove the relations of the United 
States with Latin American repub- 
lics, would satisfy demands equita- 
bly made by Colombia and would 
aid the United States in the world 
quest for oil. In connection with 
the last argument, Senator Lodge in 
the first address of the debate read 
a letter from Secretary of the In- 
terior Fall, former senator from 
New Mexico, urging ratification as 
essential to the successful compe- 
tition of the United States with 
Jreat Britain in obtaining Colom-

The president declared that if 
such a thing was even practicable, 
he would be happy to visit Atlanta 
on the occasion, declaring that he 
would rather speak the sentiments 
of his heart at a celebration in 
honor of other occasion that could 
at any other occasion that could 
possibly be arranged by any peo- 
ple anywhere. 

Grady, he said, had been his per- 
sonal friend, and they had ex- 
changed warm personal greetings 
on many occasions while they were 
both editors in different . sections 
of the nation, but striving for the 
same great purpose—the complete 
elimination of all sectional feelings 
and the unity of American senti- 
ment in a national fellowship. 

The president spoke with emo- 
tional earnestness, and imprgssed 
the Georgians with his deep con- 
victionthatto no man inthe south 
did the nation owe more for the 
present-day strength of the all- 
American sentiment.

The commission will be bi-partisan 
in character and will be given full 
power to examine witnesses, to in- 
vestigate financial and distributing 
agencies having associations with 
the farmers and _ to do all 
things necessary 
facts. 

“The farmers have been branded 
as profiteecrs,” the resolution said, 
“and have been accused of taking 
or threatening measures’ which 
would result in a dangerously di- 
minished quantity of available pro- 
ducts,’ adding that the country was 
entitled to know the facts and that 
congress was the only agency 
equipped “to ascertain the truth.” 

On the other hand, it charges that 
the farmers had been discriminat- 
ed against in the matters of credit 
and transportation, and that they 
had been forced to sell their pro- 
ducts below the cost of production 
while residents of the cities had 
been compelled to pay “five or six 
times for their food the amount 
which the producers obtained.” 

The meeting of farmers was 
Called by Charles S. Barrett, pres- 
ident of the union, with a view 
to giving the farmers an oppor- 
tunity to express their own views 
on domestic problems and pending 
or projected legislation. 

Mr. Barrett reported to the con- 
ference that the Polish minister 
had informed him that he wished 
to buy 7,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
3.000.000 bushels of rye and 300,000 
bales of cotton for Poland. A 
committee was appointed to visit 
the minister and make arrange- 
ments for the sale.

Soviet Will Not Tolerate 
Presence of Deported 
Agitators. 


Riga, Letvia, April 20.—(By As- 
sociated Press.)—The United States 
no longer will be able.to deport its 
undesirables or send its wilting 
Russian residents to soviet Russia 
without previous negotiations and 
the consent of the soviet govern- 
ment in each individual case under 
the provisions of a soviet decision 
made public today through a note 
to the Letvian government. 

The note says that, effective to- 
day, the sovict authorities will not 
honor any transit vises granted by 
Letvian representatives abroad for 
emigrants or deportees bound for 
Russia unless they also have Rus- 
Sian vises. The Letvian govern- 
ment has notified its consul in New 
York to abice by this ruling, and 
similar instructions have been sent 
to England. 

The effect of the new ruling so 
far as the United States is concern: 
ed will be the prevention of further 
deportations from that country to 
soviet Russia unless a list of those 
deported has been submitted offi- 
cially to the soviet government and 
the latter's permission for their en- 
try into Russia gained. 

During the last few months 
Americanized Russians among. the 
emigrants and deportees éntering 
Russia have caused much difficul- 
ty there and in many instances are 
said to have been leading factors 
in revolts. In addition many of 
them have been 
the soviet authorities 
willing to admit.

HEALTH TALKS 


CONGENITAL DEFECTS. 

“Could you tell me what causes 
a baby to be born with spina bi- 
fida?’’ is a sample of many ques- 
tions asked about congenital de- 
velopmental defects. When a child 
is born with club feet or cleft pal- 
ate or hare lip or congenital dis- 
location of the hips or spina bifida 
the parents have ugly superstition 
and ignorance to thank for the 
stigma which attaches. 


Anyone with even an elementary 
knowledge of embryology or ante- 
natal development must recognize 
the utter absurdity of the super- 
stition of “marking,” without in the 
least doubting the positive influ- 
ence of parental health, environ- 
ment and heredity. Young mothers 
and expectant mothers have enough 
to occupy their thoughts without 
any of these hideous and frightful 
ideas spread by illiterates. 

Every human being is club-footed 
before birth. Every human being 
has cleft palate and hare lip before 


birth. Every human being hag dou- 
ble congenital dislocation of the 
hips before birth. And+ every hu- 
man being has spina bifida before 
birth. The great wonder, to my 
mind, is that the vast majority of 
us are born with each and all of 
these early defects wiped out by 
complete development. 

The upper lip and upper jaw are 
formed by .the fusion of two proc- 
esses or projections which grow out 
iike the petals of a flower and bend 
forward and meet as the face de- 
velops. If the fusion is incomplete, 
that constitutes cleft palate; or if 
there is only a slight cleft, hare 
lip . 

The hip bones are practically 
without sockets and the thigh 
bones practically without ball heads 
before birth. Ifthe socket is late in 
developing, to retain the. ball head 
of the thigh bone, that constitutes 
congenital hip diseag€e, 

The spinal cord. is gradually en- 


closed in the spine by projections 
extending around back of it, ap- 
proaching from either’ side, and 
fusing. If fusion {s not completed 
&4t any point, there remains a por- 
tion of the spina! cord unenclosed 
in spinal bone and covered only 
with the thin skin. That is called 
bifid spine or spina bifida. 

In all of these congenital defects 

the knowledge of pre-natal anatom- 
ical development enables the sur- 
geon to apply corrective measures, 
sometimes operation, sometimes 
“bloodless surgery.” The earlier 
any treatment is instituted for the 
correction of congenital defect the 
more satisfactory the result will be. 
Karly treatment is best because the 
younger the patient the greater are 
the possibilities of further devel- 
opment under treatment.

0. WYNNE TELLS 


“OF $2750 L056 


Identifies Fletcher as the 
Man Who Took Part in 
Atlanta Bunco Game. 


Following a short Wednesday aft- 
ernoon session, the trial of Willlam 
Fletcher, alias Canadian Willie, 
alias the Count, charged with fleec- 
ing O. Wynne, ot Menepnis, Tenn., 
out of $27,500, was continued until 
Thursday morning at 9 o'clock in 
the criminal division of the supe- 
rior court Judge John D. Humphries 
presiding. 

Although the defense will at- 
tempt to prove that the defendant 
was not in Atlanta when Mr. Wynne 
lost his money in the Walton build- 
ing, Mr. Wynne, on the witness 
stand Wednesday, positively identi- 
fied Fletcher as one of the men 
Who was in the “exchange” and 
assisted in fleecing him of his 
money. Besides getting $25,000 from 
Mr. Wynne, after he had cashed two 
checks aggregating that sum, he 
Stated that the confidence men 
staged a fake fight and during the 
melee he lost $2,500, which he had 
in his pocket and that when they 
put him on a train for Cincinnati 
to wait for his money,. he had a 
$20 bill which the con men had 


given him and a mileage book. 
W. T. Griffin, chief of detectives 
of Memphis, Tenn., who arrested 
Pletcher and eight other alleged 
confidence men, was the first wit- 
ness called when the case was tried. 
On direct testimony and cross-ex- 
amination, he maintained that Mr. 
Wynne identified Fletcher the first 
time he saw him when he was in 
a cell with two other confidence 
men. He told the jury that when 
Mr. Wynne came to the jail to look 
over the nine confidence men who 
had been arrested ‘in a raid on a 
Memphis hotel, he told Wynne not to 
Say anything to any of the men 
and if they asked him anything 
not to reply to it. He stated that 
Mr. Wynne had a patch over hig 
eye and that when Mr. Wynne went 
into the cell that Fletcher askea 
him what had happened to his eye 
Since he (Fletcher) last saw him. 
Mr. Wynne then turned around to 
the chief and said, “He knows me.” 
Chief Griffin stated that he ar- 
rested Fletcher and held him in 
Memphis some 21 days and that 
Fletcher fought extradition to 
Georgia and stated “that it was 
too hot in Georgia to go back there.” 
This testimony was.brought out on 
cross-examination by Fred Harrt- 
son, attorney for Fletcher. Chief 
Griffin stated that he turned three 
of the'men over to Plennie Miner, 
officer from the solicitor’s office. 
Mr. Wynne told the story. of how 
he met Fletcher in an “exchange” 
some fifteen miles from Orlando, 
Fla., and how he was finally led to 
put up some money to show that his 
checks were good. It was the same 


iY story that he told the councilmanic 


investigating committee last week. 
Before he finally turned over the 
money to 
some ten days in their company, 
according to his testimony, 

Fletcher was indicted with Floyd 
Woodward, Jackknife O’Brien. Abe 
Powers, George Irwin, Charlee De- 
Laney and Charles Moore on a 
charge of larceny after trust. 

Assistant Solicitor E. A. Stephens 
and Attorney A. H. Allen répre- 
sent the state while Attorngys Har- 
rison and Walter LeCraw represent 
the defendant.

Two 
expectant Newspaper men, with 
sharpened pencils. stood by . “We'll! 
wait ten more minutes and if we 
don't get a quorum we'll go home,” 
announced the chairman. The time 
limit up, a quorum was still absent, 
and the conflict was automatically 
postponed. 

Mr. Arkwright left with determin- 
ation written on his face. The 
mayor returned to his desk and re- 
sumed his study of the electric 
light and power rates of Ontario, 
the gas rates of Richmond and other 
cities.

all of the time being taken up with 
the receiving and examination of 
credentials. Pending legislation of 
more or less consequence to the la- 
bor unions was discussed. Savannah 
delegates proposed to submit to the 
general assembly a resolution for a 
nine-hour-a-day and fifty-four- 
hour-a-week working Dill was 
brought up, but it was deemed ad- 
visable to postpone action on this 
question for the present 

The morning session adjourned at 
noon, and the convention reconvened 
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. Fol- 
lowing roll call of the members, a 
committee of five was appointed to 
formulate a program of entertain- 
ment. for the visitors “along lines of 
social reconstruction.” 

A spirited discussion on foreign 
labor took place immediately after 
the opening of the afternoon session. 
Will Ware, delewate representing the 
typographical unions of Georgia, 
made a strong talk in opposition to 
discrimination against imported 
labor, stating that those foreigners 
became good citizens, and should 
be recognized, Any attempt to bar 
these alien born from the various 
Organizations. because of the fact 
that they were foreign born, would 
uitimately result in the disruption 
of organized labor unions, he said. 

200 Delegates Present. 

More than 200 delegates from al) 
parts of Georgia, representing prac- 
tically every labor organization of 
the state, were in attendance at this 
meeting. William Schley Howard, 
counsel for the striking workers of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railway, was invited to speak 
tea the delegates Wednesday after- 
noon, and had promised to do so, 
but was unavoidably detained ona 
ease Which prevented his appear- 
ance, Labor leaders are making ar- 
rangements for him to appear at a 
later meeting during the four-day 
session, with a view to having him 
tender a detalled report of the status 
of the A., B. & A. strike. 

Two sessions will be held each 
day at the Labor temple, from 8 to 
12 o’elock in the mornings, and 
from 2 to 5 o’clockin the after- 
noons. A part of each meeting 
will be devoted to the receiving of 
suggestions and resolutions, and 
the delegates will have opportuni- 
ty to bring up any subject bearing 
upon organized labor. 

Anti-InjJunction Law. 


A bill, known as the “antl-in- 
junction law,” was presented at the 
morning session by Jer@gme Jones, 
representing the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades. This bill, Mr. Jones 
stated, has been proposed for pas- 
sage by the legislature, and has 
been sanctioned by Governor-elect 
Thomas W, Hardwick. 

Mr. Jones read the bill, 
brief provides that it shall not be 
against the ‘aw for working men 
and women to organize themselves 
into or carry on labor unions. and 
that as such no judge or judges of 
the state of Georgia shall issue a 
restraining law or injunction in any 
case involving the dispute concern- 
ing terms and condition of employ- 
ment. unless an injunction be nec- 
essary to prevent any irreparable 
damage to property rights. 

In explaining the bill. Mr. Jones 
said that labor was not a commodity 
Or an article of commerce, and that 
the present use of the injunction 
power robbed labor unions of all 
their rights. He sald that practi- 
cally. every union organization in 
Atlanta had indorsed the bill, and 
that many members of the legtisla- 
ture were known to favor it. 

The resolution was referred to the 
legislative committee for considera- 
tion, and will be acted upon by the 
convention following the recommen- 
dations of this committee, 

Typographical Union Meets. 

Wednesday night at 8 o’clock the 
Typographical unions met for dis- 
cussion of problems confronting 
their organization. All Electrical 
Workers’ unions also met in a sep- 
arate chamber for consideration of 
its business. 

Textile Leader Here. 

Among the delegates attending 
the convention is Edward S. Calla- 
han, of Columbus, Ga., representing 
the textile workers’ association and 
Organizer of this order in Georgia. 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock he 
will have the floor and will present 
the strike situation of the textile 
workers of Columbus, hundreds of 
whom are out at present, demand- 
ing a 30 per cent increase and im- 
provements in their working con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Callahan stated Wednesday 
that W. C. Bradley, president of the 
Eagie and Phoenix Textile com- 
pany, ot Columbus, Ga., has given 
two hearings to the leaders of the 


Strikers, pointing to this fact as 
being significant of the justice of 
their. claims.

injuries received in an automobile 
accident at 8 o'clock Wednesday 
morning at Edgewood avenue and 
Ivy street. 

Funeral services will be conduct- 
ed at Wesley Memorial church 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock 
by Rev. B. F. Fraser, pastor of 
Wesley Memorial church, with in- 
terment at West. View cemetery,

Surviving Mr. Lowe are his wife, 
Gunnelle Lowe, aged 10; and a sis- 
ter, Miss Lillie Lowe, all of At- 
lanta. 

Hit by Automobile. 

Mr. Lowe was struck by an auto- 
mobile driven by G W. Wight, 
well-Known real eState man, and 
vice president of the Atlanta Real 
Estate board, who was subsequently 
arrested and held under $1,000 bond 
on a charge of reckless driving. The 
victim sustained a fractured skull 
and shoulder, and internal bruises. 

Immediately after the accident 
Mr. Wight took Mr. Lowe to the 
hospital in a taxicab, after which 
he went to the police station to re- 
port the accident. Following his 
release on bond he returned to the 
hospital to which he had taken Mr. 
Lowe. 

A number of eyewitnesses to the 
accident stated to police that the 
accident was unavoidable. The 
witnesses stated that the victim 
walked from behind a wagon di- 
rectly in front of the moving car. 
Mr. Wight will be tried within a 
few days before Recorder George 
Johnson. At headquarters he made 
the following statement: 

Statement by Wight. 
cannot say how sorry I am 
over this accident. If there had 
been any possible way of avoiding 
striking Mr. Lowe, I would have 
taken advantage of it. but I did not 
see him until he was directly in the 
path of my machine.” 

Mr. Lowe had been a citizen of 
Atlanta since a youth. For about 
twelve years he had been connect- 
ed with the law firm of Walter §&. 
Dillon, with offices in the Hurt 
building. In 1917 he was gradu- 
ated from the Atlanta Law school, 
and became a partner in the firm.

Her German birth, the 
technical state of war with Ger- 
many, and her reported hostilify to 
America’s participation in the war, 
were given as reasons for denying 
her a return passport, 

That the latter reason might re- 
sult in a final exclusion from this 
country was intimated. Miss Van 
Der Heide is said to have refused to 
buy Liberty bonds, stating she 
would not lend money to be used 
in fighting her two brothers in the 
German army, and is also said to 
have spoken strongly against 
America’s entrance into the war. 

She left this city last July with 
a passport for Kngland. From 


there she went to Switzerland, and 
finally into Germany. She could 
not have had an American passport 
into Germany, according to Deputy 
Clerk C. J. Boone, in charge of the 
passport department in the federal 
building. as no passports were issu- 
ed to that country owing to the 
technical state of war. Americans, 
he said, who went into Germany 
since the armistice, did so without 
the sanction or protection of their 
government.

On the contrary, cabinet officials 
Who have federal poistions under 
them to fillin that state, will per- 
gOnally weigh the qualifications of 
the respective candidates, together 
With their consistent republican 
records, and, coupled with these re- 
Sults, will be consensus of opinions 
from the people to be served, irre- 
Spective of party. 
Recommendations arrived at 
through processes of elimination, ag 
outlined, will then be turned over 
to the president. who will make the 
appointments largely upon 


official family. 

The president has made it clear 
to southern republicans, within the 
last few hours, that under

PEANUT INDUSTRY 
10 BE PROTECTED 


Fordney Makes State- 
ment Following Hearing 
of Southern Plea’ for 
Tariff Encouragement.

Washington, April 20.—By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire)—Chairman 
Fordney, of the ways and means 
committee, made the statement to- 
day, following a hearing granted 
to a large number of southern 
protectionists, irrespective of party, 
that in the permanent republican 
tariff bill to be enacted by this 
congress, cotton seed, peanuts and 
all other products that form the 
bases of vegetable oil, will be fully 
protected against Oriental importa- 
tions, 

At today’s tariff hearing there 
Were present several Georgia busi- 
ness and professional men, Includ- 
ing Henry E. Watkins, chairman 
of the crude cotton seed crushers’ 
tariff committee, of Atlanta, Robert 
B. Troutman, vice-president of: the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce, rep- 
resenting that organigation, and 
Robert §S. Parker, of Atlanta, gen- 
eral counsel of the cottonseed in- 
terests of the south and west. They 


made earnest appeals for the pro- 
tection of southern industries. 


Troutman’s Address. 


In his address before the commit- 
tee Vice-President Troutman, of 
Atlanta said, among other things: 

“The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce has more than 4,000 mem- 
bers. It is the largest, and in many 
respects, the most important and 
typical civic organization of the 
south. It is located in a city where- 
in all of the interests of the south 
are found and represented, and 
which is known as the heart of the 
south. I want to convey to you the 
thought that that organization be- 
lieves that the southern industries 
and the southern farmer should he 
protected by a tariff which will 
aliow them to compete’ with the 
products of foreign labor at a price 
tar below that paid,to the American 
\ > earner. 


Needs Protection. 


south needs protection, In 

the fact that heretofore 
its main money crop has been 
cotton, in which it has a practical 
monopoly, and this is true for sev- 
eral reasons: In the first place, 
there are many sections of the 
south infested with the boll weevil, 
the destructive powers of which are 
enormous. In communities. where 
the boll weevil exists, the farmer 
has been urged and compelled to 
diversify his crops, and one of the 
main ecrops so developed has been 
peanuts. In many sections it has 
develoned into the most important 


“The 
spite of 


peanuts are crushed in 
“rude oil, from which vegetable fats 
are made. Both. the production of 
the peanut and the crushing of it 
are done at a cost in this country 
which cannot compete on an equai 
basis with the foreign peanut or 
the peanut oil which produced 
by cacap labor. 

Mueh Competition. 

“To illustrate further the protec- 
tion that the southern farmer needs: 
take cotton seed and the oil that 1s 
produced from cotton geed by crush- 
ine. There are many vegetable oils 
that come directly in competition 
with cottonseed oil. for example, 
soja bean, cocoanut and peanut oil 
cirectly compete with cottenseed oil. 
The industries in the south cannot 
crush cotton seed and peanuts in 
competition with the crushers in 
foreign countries because of the 
creat divergency in the wage scale. 
The farmers in this country cannot 
rroduce cotton seed and peanuts in 
competition with the gatherers of co- 
coanuts and soja beans and peanuts

in foreign countries for the same rea- 
Fon. Therefore, a tariff on these 
items is necessary to protect both 
the southern farmer and the south- 
industry.” 

The addregs of Attorney Robert 8. 
l’arker, of the firm of Randolph & 
barker, follows in part: 

“Weare not here to discuss par- 
ticular industries. Many of us have 
already made our respective 
before this committee. Each of us 
has an interest that lies nearest 
but all of us are before you united 
in asking for the south a tariff that 
will protect the industries of the 
south. 

Represent the South. 

“We represent the south, the ag- 
ricultural and the industrial south. 
We represent substantial southern 
interests of every kind and charac- 
ter—let there be no mistake about 
that. A referendum of the ques- 
tion to thinking men of the south 
would unquestionably resujt in an 
overwhelming majority in favor of 
the tariff. 

know that I can speak for 
the industries that I represent; 
namely, the crude cottonseed oil in- 
dustry of the south and west. I 
feel equally assured that I speak 
the sentiments of all southern busi- 
ness. 

“As illustrative of the present 
southern viewpoint, I beg to state 
that IT happen to represent, as its 
eeneral counsel, the Georgia Manu- 
facturers’ association. I am not here 
in the interests of that association, 
but feel that there is no impropriety 
in referring to that association in 
eonnection with tariff problems. 


Favor Tariff. 


“The Georgia Manufacturers’ ag- 
sociation, at its annual convention 
held in Athens, Ga., last week, went 
on record by resolution as unani- 
mously favoring the imposition of a 
tariff on all imported vegetable oils.

Washington, April 20.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The Slemp 
subcommittee of the national repub- 
lican committee, charged with a re- 
organization’ of southern represent- 
ation in national conventions, had 
another hearing today looking to- 
ward final recommendations, and 
among those who saw the Virginia 
congressman were several Georgia 
republicans. This’ whole question 
is one of keen interest to republic- 
an factions in Georgia as the ex- 
isting system of choosing delegates 
is regarded as directly responsible 
for Henry Lincoln Johnson, repub- 
lican committeeman from Georgia, 
who is the storm-center of south- 
ern republicans. 

While the Slemp report is not 
ready, enough is known to definite- 
ly anticipate its main provision 
and the subsequent adoption by the 


republican national committee of 
that provision. It is that no del- 
fate will be received in any na- 
tional convention who jis not him- 
Self a qualified voter and who has 
not actually voted in his home state, 
and, further, that no delegate will 
be received in whose selection @y 
primary or convention any person 
has taken part who is not a quali- 
ficd voter of the state or who has 
not actually voted in an election 
under the laws of his state.

Miss Woolley Made 
Address at Agnes Scott. 


The Agnes Scott community had 
the privilege on Tuesday evening 


of hearing an address by Presi- 
dent Woolley, of Mount Holyoke 
college, on the subject, “American 
Womanhood One Hundred Years 
Ago.” She emphasized the fact that 
during the last 100 years more mo- 
mentous changes have taken place 
in woman’s life than ever before. 
Prefacing her remarks with a 
short history of the education of 
women in this country, she said 
that after all the years in 
which we now stand are the de- 
cisive ones for women, because the 
transformation now taking place in 
greater than that.which has taken 
place at any previous stage of his- 
tory. 

She called attention to the new 
yocations into which women have 
been called since .the war has 
opened up the potentialities of her 
thought and her point of view. 
Teaching is no Isnger the only 
profession open’ to her, but she 
now enters the field of medicine 
and their similar vocations. She 
is reaching out, not to take the 
Place of man but to work side 
by side with him more efficiently 
and more intelligently. 

In speaking of the practical call- 
ing that education may fit a woman 
for, President Woolley said that 
the duties of a* home were always 
included in the list without saying, 
because it is only reasonable that 
as @& woman grows wiser she will 
use this wisdom in her home. She 
laid stress upon the responsibility 
of the “woman of today to train 
her powers of thought to the best 
advantage, that she may be able 
to see clearly and solve the world 
problems. Though one may not be 
trained for any specific work, an 
education is to fit one to live. 
and woman's part is endless hope 
and endless effort to make things 
as they ought to be. In order to 
obtain this end, woman must de- 
velop in herself a spirit of re- 
sponsibility and co-operation, she 
must direct her ideals by sane 
thinking, and must look after a 
development of things of the 
spirit. 

She closed the 
significant quotation:

Parting of Ways 
For Tariff Body 


And Democrats 


Officers of Southern Asso- 
ciation Financed G. O. P. 
Campaign. 


Washington, April 20.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Southern Tariff 
association told the house ways and 
means committee today that “the 
democratic party had pulled away” 
from their. economic principles. 
They filed a memorial with the 
committee appealing for. protective 
duties on 57 commodities produced 
in the south. 
~The hearing developed a series 
of arguments between democratic 
members of the committee and the 
tariff men as to the democratic 
tariff policy. 

Questions of Representatives 
Garner, Texas, and Oldfield, Arkan- 
sas, democrats, brought forth new 
declarations that caused laughter 
among republican committeemen. 

John Kirby, president of the asso- 
ciation, said he voted for President 
Harding and contributed to the 
campaign fund. 

Thurmond Republican. 

George M. Thurmond, manager of 
the Texas sheep and goat raisers’ 
association, under a cross-fire of 
questions by the two gommittee 
members, said he would vote the re- 
Publican ticket again “if I live.” 

Sandwiched into the _ partisan 
battle was the tariff association’s 
attack on the present tariff law 
which Mr. Kirby declared might 
have had some justification when 
enacted, but that none existed un- 
der the present conditions. . 

In this connection, Mr. Kirby 
asked elimination of the “doctrine 
of free entry for raw materials” 
and immediately clashed with Mr. 
Garnér over the meaning of the 
statemént. The committee member 
Asked for a definition and Mr. 
Kirby replied: 

“You ought to know. The demo- 
cratic party tried to tell what it 
meant ’way back in 1884!” 

Sets Forth Basis. 


Mr. Kirby then set forth the 
association's basis for tariff, assert- 
ing the tariff question was no 
longer partisan, but one of econo- 
mics. He said the south asked 
only for a law that would “main- 
tain for it an American standard 
of living and labor at an adequate 
wage.” | 

“But we must have your aid,” 
he continued, “or our people will 
be reduced to the state of those in 
Indix and in China.
